CHARLES ScRIBNER’S Sons have just ready, 
in a_ beautiful edition, Sidney Lanier’s 
“Hymns of the Marshes,” which includes

“At Sunset,” and “The Marshes of Glynn.” 
The illustrations, of which there are thirty, 
are from photographs of the Marshes of 
Glynn, taken especially for this book, and re- 
produced in a novel and very attractive way. 
The book is printed on a fine and rough sur- 
faced paper and the illustrations instead of 
being printed separately on smooth surfaced 
paper and inserted in the text, are on the 
same paper as the rest of the book. In order 
to prepare the paper to print halftone illustra- 
tions it was necessary to stamp the page with 
a hot brass stamp the size of the illustration, 
and that produced the surface necessary for 
this kind of reproduction. This elaborate 
process has been used very successfully, and 
the result is that the book is much more at- 
tractive in appearance than if the illustrations 
had been inserted. They have also just 
brought out a “Vers de Société Anthology,” 
the fifth in the series collected by Miss Car- 
olyn Wells, and brought out uniform with the 
“Nonsense Satire,” Whimsey and Parody an- 
thologies. This anthology, chosen with Miss 
Wells’s fine discrimination, is a delightful 
composition, and it will be hard for any one 
to take exceptions to her interpretation of the 
scope and character of the Vers de Société of 
literature.

CARELESS PUBLISHING. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Even- 
ing Post protests against what he calls “the 
slovenly manner in which many publishers 
allow their books to be assembled and bound 
and put on the market,” and fortifies his 
complaint as follows: 


“Within the past year I have had four 
experiences of purchasing fairly high priced 
books in sets, only to find in every instance 
a number of torn pages, splotches of printer’s 
ink, and other gross blemishes. In one case, 
where the work consisted of twenty-five vol- 
umes, selling for $1.25 each, I had to call on the 
publishers for four successive sets before ob- 
taining one that was reasonably free from 
mechanical defects. In another case, in one 
volume of a set of one of the standard au- 
thors, published by one of the most prominent 
houses in the country, a number of pages 
were torn lengthwise, with about half the 
page missing. A few days ago my wife 
bought a so-called ‘edition de luxe’ of Ste- 
venson in ten volumes; on examination we 
found that five of the books had torn pages, 
and one of them had sixteen pages missing, 
their place being taken by a jumble of other 
pages entirely out of place.” 


We regret to confirm, from our own knowl- 
edge, that these experiences are not excep- 
tional. Owing probably to the haste in which 
books must be rushed through the press, 
especially at this season of the year, many 
soiled and imperfect sheets are packed up

with those that pass muster and are sent to 
the bindery where, when run through the 
folding machines, they are not so carefully 
controlled as in the few cases when they 
are folded by hand. After they are fully 
bound it seems impracticable to carefully col- 
late each volume and discard the imperfect 
copies, the publisher preferring to make good 
from his stock any damaged volumes—-which 
he does readily enough. But this remedy is 
not at all satisfactory to the purchaser, who 
always feels that he has been taken at a dis- 
advantage, particularly when the books have 
been purchased for gift purposes, and he is 
confronted by the recipient with what has 
the appearance of a “job-lot.” 

As the Evening Post correspondent points 
out, the defects are most pronounced in the 
case of books in sets, which are shipped 
direct from the factory to the dealer or 
book buyer. It is there, then, that some 
sort of control should be exercised by the 
publisher to insure clean and perfect copies, 
whether by imposing a fine on the printer 
or bookbinder or some other penalty. 
Smudged sheets might easily be traced to 
the printer, torn, imperfectly folded or col- 
lated sheets to the bookbinder, and if the pun- 
ishment be severe enough these offenders in 
time will in self-defense become careful 
enough to reduce this evil to a minimum. 
Then, too, the bookseller will find it to his ad- 
vantage to hunt down these defects before 
passing on his books to his customers, who 
have a right to demand them in clean and per- 
fect condition.

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UNIFORM AGREEMENT REGARDING 
ENCLOSURES. 


As to a uniform agreement regarding 
“enclosures” the Stationers’ Board of Trade 
has been authorized to send out the following 
circular to the members requesting an early 
reply as to whether it meets with their ap- 
proval, or if not, what their objections are to 
entering into such an agreement. 

Hereafter we agree te sign for enclosures and 

to make a uniform charge of ten cents each to cover 
cost of storing, packing, carting and tracing such 
packages. 
In return for the charge we agree to accept re- 
sponsibility (for goods sent in our care) equal to 
the value of the packages but not to exceed $15. 
No responsibility will be accepted for packages sent 
out to cther concerns for erclosure and in case 
of less your claim must lie against houses to whom 
they are sent. : 

We do not agree to accept packages sufficiently 
large for separate shipment that are not cased or 
in shipping condition.” 

F. P. Seymour, of L. E. Waterman Co., 
and Arthur P. Jackson, of Hawkes-Jackson 
Co., have been appointed a Committee to 
whom replies to the circular quoted above 
should be referred. If they think it advisable 
another meeting will be called upon their 
request. 

Messrs. Seymour and Jackson were also 
appointed a Committee in relation to arrang- 
ing for some sort of a Clearing House that 
members could ship their goods through, sim- 
ilar to that of the dry goods trade, and 
report the result of their investigation later. 





A PROPOSAL TO ABOLISH TARIFF ON 
PAPER AND CURB PAPER TRUST. 


It is reported that President Roosevelt will 
recommend to Congress the abolishing of the 
tariff on print paper, wood pulp and material 
going into the manufacturing of print paper. 
It is further reported that he will recommend 
that the Department of Justice take imme- 
diate steps to ascertain whether the anti-trust 
laws are being violated by the various com- 
binations of manufacturers who supply the 
printing paper for the United States. The 
President, it is said, reached this decision 
after the grievances of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association and other pub- 
lishers and the allied trades drawing their 
support from the printing business were laid 
before him. 

As far as can be ascertained, the President 
has no intention of advocating a policy in re- 
gard to the national supervision of interstate 
corporations which contemplates in effect giv- 
ing to the President the power to prevent a 
corporation from doing business if it is found 
to be violating the law. Some remarks made 
by the President to the delegation of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
which asked him to prosecute the paper trust, 
have been construed as indicating that he has 
the idea in mind. 

In explaining to the delegation his scheme 
for federal incorporation of concerns doing 
an interstate business the President suggested, 
it 1s understood, that if federal incorporation 
were a fact it would not be necessary to go 
into the courts to curb the paper trust, and

intimated that the authority of the executive 
under the incorporation law might be ex- 
tended to include the right to suspend federal 
charters and thus prevent trusts from doing 
interstate business. This suggestion of the 
President’s is supposed to have been miade 
in a tentative way only, and there is no evi- 
dence that he has given it serious considera- 
tion. 


AUSTRALIAN DUTY ON ADVERTIS- 
ING MATTER. 


Tue following circular issued by the post- 
master of New York speaks for itself: 
Post Orrice, New York, November 12, 1907. 


To PusBLisHErs: The following information 
relative to the rate of customs duty applicable 
in the Commonwealth of Australia to adver- 
tising matters received in mails from other 
countries has been received by the Post Office 
Department at Washington from the Postal 
Administration of Australia, and is communi- 
cated for your information in connection with 
the mailing of second-class publications to 
that country. Particular attention is invited 
to paragraph 4: 

1. Advertising matter is dutiable at 6d. per 
pound. 

2. Duty at this rate is levied on trade cat- 
alogues, price lists, trade circulars, and all 
similar advertising matter, introduced through 
the post, even when forwarded in single cop- 
ies addressed to individuals provided that the 
total weight of such single copies forwarded 
by any consignor by any one mail to any one 
State of the Commonwealth is not less than 
(2) two pounds in weight-vide paragraph 4. 

3. In cases where the total duty on any one 
mail addressed by any one consignor to any 
one State of the Commonwealth does not ex- 
ceed Is., the payment of duty is waived. 

4. It may also be mentioned that duty at 6d. 
per pound is levied on the total weight of mag- 
azines, etc., containing advertisements being 
more than one-fifth of the printed matter con- 
tained within the outside covers.

JOHN MURRAY SUES THE LONDON 
TIMES FOR LIBEL. 


JoHn Murray, the London publisher of 
“The Letters of Queen Victoria,” has insti- 
tuted a libel suit against the London Times, 
based on language published by “The Thun- 
derer” in its “Literary Supplement,” and 
in certain letters, signed “Artifex,’ admitted 
to its columns on October 19, 26 and 28 in 
relation to the selling price of the work. 

According to the London correspondent of 
the New York Times, “all England is won- 
dering whether, when the suit comes to court, 
it will transpire exactly how the profits 
accruing from the sale of “The Letters of 
From 
Mr. Murray’s own statement the publishers 
are to receive only a fraction of the profits; 
it is generally understood that the editors, 
Arthur Christopher Benson and Lord Esher, 
have been remunerated for their services by 
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a lump sum. Gossip has it that King Edward, 
who personally copyrighted the book in his 
own name throughout the British dominions, 
and who was, of course, the owner of the 
letters left by his mother, the late Queen, 
has a business interest in the publication. In 
reality, therefore, it is King Edward whom 
the London Times and its correspondent 
have charged with having “exploited the great 
personality of Queen Victoria for his own 
ends, and coined the national interest in her 
doings, for his own enrichment, into thirty- 
two pieces of silver.” 


PROFITS FROM FICTION. 


“Once upon a time,” says Life, “a very 
young man in the service of a great corpora- 
tion was moved to write a sensation-novel 
in which he took no pains to conceal the orig- 
inals of his characters. That was bad art. 
It was bad policy, too, for he had satirized his 
employers, and they promptly discharged him. 
His stock of ideas exhausted, the young man 
wrote no more. ‘What is he doing for a liv- 
ing?’ some one casually inquired when a year 
had gone by. ‘Why, he has an income from 
the royalties on his book,’ answered the Inno- 
cent Young Person. 

“That answer expressed the popular notion 
of literary rewards. To produce a novel 
that is well advertised, and that makes small 
talk for a time in afternoon tea society, is, in 
the understanding of the uninformed, a leap 
into prosperity. Alas! had our young author 
sawed wood in his hours of idleness his bank 
account might have been bigger, his useful- 
ness no less. 

“Stevenson put the case pathetically when 
he wrote: ‘Anybody can write a short story—a 
bad one, I mean—who has industry and paper 
and time enough; but not every one may hope 
to write even a bad novel. , .. I used to look 
upon every three-volume novel with a sort 
of veneration, as a feat—not possibly of litera- 
ture, but at least of physical and modern en- 
durance and the courage of Ajax.’ 

“And when it is actually published—what 
then? Let us be optimists. The critics echo, 
in faint reverberations, the sounding praise of 
the publisher. The novel seems as popular 
as a breakfast food. It is, in fact, a decided 
success. The public buys 5000 copies, and 
then, in the course of time, seventeen copies 
more. The distinguished author (his photo- 
graph has by this time appeared in ‘The Book 
Boomer’) meanwhile collects his royalties. 
Lo, the harvest: On the first 1000 copies sold 
(it is so nominated in the bond) he gets 
nothing; on the rest, 10 per cent. of the sell- 
ing price ($1.50) of each copy. Four thou- 
sand copies at 15 cents equal $600. ‘That is 
his return for six months’ toil on a novel of, 
let us say, 100,000 words. A news reporter on 
space makes almost as much per word and 
doubles—perhaps triples—the output of the 
novelist. 

“It is more likely, however, that only 3000 
copies of the novel will be sold. Consider 
the case of Henry Harland. His ‘As It Was 
Written’ made something of a stir; when ac- 
counts were cast up six months after publica- 
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tion the sum total of sales was 700. it is 
whispered in literary circles that some of 
Henry James’s later fictions do not reach a 
greater circulation than 500 copies. 

“*And Barabbas was a publisher.’ For- 
merly, perhaps. Not often now, when your 
average author has an eye to business or em- 
ploys an agent. Each copy of the first 1000 
printed has cost the publisher about 60 cents. 
He himself sells it for 90 cents, [sometimes 
less,] and out of the difference must come 
the advertising and other expenses. If 3000 
copies are disposed of he makes some money; 
in the best sellers fortune beckons. But his 
risks make Wall Street speculation seem ‘a 
sure thing.’ 

“Still they write—some for fame, some for 
the love of it, other lured by the great prizes 
for the few. For the anonymous journalist 
something published between cloth covers 
somehow spells prestige. Finally, ‘I keep on 
writing novels,’ confessed an industrious pen- 
man, ‘in the hope that a publisher will some 
—, give me another and a more lucrative 
job. 


INCREASING PRICE OF DAILY NEWS- 
PAPERS. 


Owinc to the increase in the rates of trans- 
porting newspapers, which the publishers de- 
cline to bear, many newsdealers are raising 
the price of the daily papers to their patrons. 
Notices have been isued in several suburban 
sections that hereafter the price of New York 
morning newspapers will be seven sents on 
Sundays, and one cent more than the publica- 
tion price on weekdays.

BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE NOVEMBER DINNER.

COMMUNICATIONS. 


PUBLISHERS DEALING DIRECT WITH CUS- 
TOMERS. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: Perhaps few retailers of books 
will consider satisfactory the reply of Double- 
day, Page & Co. to the recent letter of Mr. 
Blake, complaining of the entrance of a great 
wholesale and publishing house to the re- 
tail trade. You will notice that in their reply 
they set up three assumptions as being drawn 
from their reading of the Blake letter, to two 
of which they make reply, but very carefully 
avoid any at all to the third. 

The fact is, that all publishers have in the 
past done the very thing charged in this in- 
Stance in, perhaps, modified form, and will 
continue so to do in the future, regardless of 
the rights or privileges of the retailer. Fur- 
ther than this, the publishers of technical and 





mechanical books will not only seek retail trade 
by advertisement in periodicals and circulars, 
but will offer such inducement in the way of 
discounts from list as results in the loss of 
sales by the retailer to whom the publisher 
has sold the same book, or books at a short 
discount. 

There seems to be no way that this evil can 
be subjected to control; but it might be sug- 
gested that if the publisher desires to in- 
crease the sales of his output and at the same 
time treat fairly the retail trade, he might 
put in his advertisement a clause stating of 
whom his books might be bought in each city, 
town or section of country and refuse to seli 
to any private buyer on approval or other- 
wise. 

The present flourishing state of certain 
publishing houses is plainly traceable to the 
retailers of the country, and it comes certainly 
with bad grace for such concerns to now 
“smite the hand that feeds them.” 

As regards the “readers who will not go to 
bookstores,” it is simply silly to make such a 
statement. In an experience of years in the 
new and second-hand trade I have never 
known or heard of such persons, and very 
much doubt if they have other existence than 
in the imagination of the coiner of the phrase. 

Absolute fairness on both sides is essential, 
and the retailer of books expects it from the 
publisher always; if he is disappointed, the 
“dark brown taste” remains in the mouth a 
long while after. Henry Burton.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


WE regret to note the death of John J. 
Murphy, well known to the trade as a printer 
and manufacturer of paper, which occurred 
at his residence, 334 West Ejightieth Street, 
New York City, on November 10.

L. Vail, whose work is rather a study of the 
principles underlying mission than a history 
of the missions; also, a second edition of 
“Praise and Service,” by Charles H. Gabriel, 
author of the “Glory Song,” etc. 


LotHrop, Lee & SHEPARD are bringing out 
Mrs. Lothrop’s “Five Little Peppers in the 
Little Brown House,” containing the first two 
“Pepper” stories, hitherto accessible only in 
old files of Wide Awake, where they were 
originally published; “Kitty Cat Tales,” by 
Miss Alice Van Leer Carrick, who has woven 
into a pretty fable eleven of the famous cat 
stories of various nations; “The Kenton 
Pines,” by C. B. Burleigh, abounding in col- 
lege fun; also, two books for girls—“Dorothy 
Dainty,” by Miss Amy Brooks, who has also 
made the illustrations, and “Helen Grant, 
Senior,” by Amanda M. Douglas, with pic- 
tures by Miss Amy Brooks. 


Littte, Brown & Co. will publish before 
the close of the current month “The Nether 
Millstone,” a story by Fred M. White; an au- 
thorized translation of “The Daughter of 
Jorio,” by Gabrielle d’Annunzio; a pocket edi- 
tion of the “Masterpieces of Victor Hugo,” in 
ten volumes; “The Mengols: a History,” by 
Jeremiah Curtin, with foreword by Theodore 
Roosevelt; “Italy, the Magic Land,” by Lilian 
Whiting; “The Woman in the Rain, and 
Other Poems,” by Arthur Stringer; “In the 
Harbour of Hope,” a book of poems by Mary 
Elizabeth Blake ; “Some Neglected Aspects of 
War,” by Captain A. T. Mahan; and “Story- 
Book Friends,” a book for seven-year-olds, by 
Clara Murray. 

THE Oxrorp University Press will publish 
at once a work on “The Rise of the Greek 
Epic,” by Gilbert Murray, a collection of 
lectures forming the first part of an attempt 








to study the growth of Greek poetry as an 


embodiment of the progressive spirit, an ex- 
pression of the struggle of the human soul 
towards freedom and enoblement. Mr. 
Murray holds that the recent reaction against 
advanced views on the Homeric question has 
been largely due to inadequate understanding 
of what the “advanced” critics really mean; 
and a good part of his work has lain in 
thinking out with rather more imaginative 
effort many of the common phrases and 
hypothesis of Homeric critics. 


A. C. McCiure & Co. state that Colonel 
Sargent’s important book on “The Campaign 
of Santiago de Cuba” is receiving general 
praise from army and navy authorities, and 
within a few days they have been advised by 
the Bureau of Equipment, Navy Department, 
Washington, that the three volumes will be 
placed in the officers’ libraries of all ships 
that may be fitted for service hereafter. In- 
dividual orders have been received from army 
and navy officers all over the country, and the 
work bids fair to become the authoritative one 
on its subject. Colonel Sargent, by the way, 
is now engaged in the Indian campaign in 
South Dakota. He is in command of the 
Third Squadron of his regiment, the Second 
U. S. Cavalry. 

DousLepAy, Pace & Co. have just ready 
“Sheaves,” a novel by E. F. Benson; “Milly 
and Olly,” by Mrs. Humphry Ward, the first 
juvenile from her pen, published in Eng- 
land in 1881; “A Sovereign People,” based 
on investigations made by Henry Demarest 
Lloyd, and continued since his death by his 
friend John A. Hobson, so it includes the 
labors of two eminent economists; and “The 
Country Life Calendar,’ which has four 
out-door scenes in color. Charles Reade’s 
“Love Me Little, Love Me Long” forms the 
second issue in their Large Print Library; 
and a fine illustrated edition of “Alice in 
Wonderland” is ready, showing thirteen full- 
page pictures by Arthur Rackham, who is 
doing better work all the time. 


Tue JoHN LANE Company have just ready 
“The Sentimental Traveller,” a book of ram- 
bles in France, along the Rhine, in Switzer- 
land and Itafy, by Vernon Lee, who has made 
the subject of the “feeling” of places her 
own; “Some Nature Biographies,” by John J. 
Ward, who describes life stories of various 
kinds of flies, moths, butterflies, insects, fish 
and interesting features of vegetable life, such 
as the development of the horse chestnut bud, 
the wheat mildew, etc., with upwards of 200 
illustrations from photographs by the author, 
showing the life history of the various sub- 
jects, in many cases day by day—a series of 
photographs of unusual value; also, a new 
issue in their Pocket edition of Trollope’s. 
novels, “Can You Forgive Her?” which ap- 
pears in two volumes. 

Grorce W. Jacoss & Company are indeed 
fortunate to have secured the rights in Ellis. 
Paxon Oberholtzer’s “Jay Cooke, Financier 
of the Civil War,” just issued in two vol- 
umes, abundantly illustrated from original 
sources. The biography was compiled from 
seven trunkfuls of valuable papers found after 
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Mr. Cooke’s death, all labelled and ordered in 
the most exact way, and letters and docu- 
ments from the leading Americans of the 
century. They have also ready the New Pop- 
ular Edition of “The Works of Charles Dick- 
ens,” complete in twenty-two volumes, fol- 
lowing the well-known CGadshill edition; 
“Salesmanship, Deportment and System,” by 
William A. Corbion; “A Treasury of Eng- 
lish Verse,” by Adam L. Gowans; and 
“Sunshine and Sport in Florida and the West 
Indies,” by F. G. Aflalo, combining a care- 
ful description of the completed portions of 
the Panama Canal. 


Henry Hott & Co. have just brought out 
by arrangement with Isaac Pitman & Sons, 
of London, a book of unusual charm and im- 
portance, entitled “Shirley Brooks, of Punch 
—his Life, Letters and Diaries,” by George 
Sowes Layard. Shirley Brooks was a fas- 
cinating figure. H. H. Spielmann called him 
“perhaps the most brilliant and useful all- 
around man who ever wrote for Punch,” and 
the celebrated Mark Lemon, Punch’s first edi- 
tor, declared “Shirley’s pen is the gracefullest 
in London.” He was one of the last of the 
great letter writers. His diary is full of in- 
timate human bits as well as interesting side 
lights on world-famous people, and his biog- 
raphy full of his brilliant remarks. They will 
publish shortly “Das Fraulein von Scuderi,” 
by E. T. A. Hoffmann, edited, with introduc- 
tion and notes, by Professor Gustav Gruener, 
of Yale. This historical story of the reign 
of Louis xiv. of France is considered one of 
Hoffmann’s best, and certainly one of his 
most widely-known tales. 


THE Joun C. Winston Company have just 
brought out “Some Hymns and Hymn Writ- 
ers,” by the late Rev. Dr. William B. Bodine, 
of the Church of the Saviour, Philadelphia. 
Founded on a series of very popular sermon 
lectures delivered by Dr. Bodine a few years 
ago, the author corrected the last proofsheets 
only a few days before his lamented death a 
few weeks ago. The volume is handsomely 
illustrated, and a few copies were autographed 
by the author, some of the early sheets having 
been sent him for the purpose. They have 
also just ready “Old South and the New,” by 
Charles Morris, which contains what is said 
to be a complete history of the Southern 
States from the earliest times to the James- 
town Exposition, and is principally intended 
to show the enormous advance made south of 
Mason and Dixon’s line in later times. They 
expect to have ready shortly the second vol- 
ume of “Great American Lawyers,” edited 
by William Draper Lewis, Dean of the Law 
Department of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, which will be completed in eight vol- 
umes. It is reported that the first volume, 
recently published, has had an unusually fa- 
vorable reception by the legal profession and 
press. 


CuHarRtes Scripner’s: Sons will publish 
shortly “The Astonishing Tale of a Pen and 
Ink Puppet; or, The Gentle Art of Illustrat- 
ing,” by Oliver Herford. The book is a bur- 
lesque of a joyous kind on the way in which 
modern magazine illustrations are concocted 
as the text that goes with the drawings is 


a satire on the short story of to-day. Mr. 
Herford has devised a most ingenious method 
for his burlesque. A man and a girl who cor- 
respond with just a ludicrous difference to 
the accepted type of broad-shouldered, small 
headed but square-jawed hero, and the slen- 
der athletically regular heroine are drawn in 
skilfully devised sections. The readjustment 
of the sections to express the diversely over- 
whelming emotions to which the social maga- 
zine heroes are subjected is carried out in 
a way that gives astonishing results. The 
effects which Mr. Herford gets from the 
manipulation of these figures are used to 
illustrate a very amusing text. One or two 
other heads and bodies are used to round 
out the plot to the full, and a bishop and 
a father and a footman largely interchange- 
able make a ludicrous addition to the original 
pair. The possibility of innumerable combi- 
nations of the figures which any reader might 
carry out for himself makes the book espe- 
cially amusing. 


Tue MAcMILLAN ComMPANY will publish 
shortly “The Road,” Jack London’s book 
dealing with his experiences as a _ tramp, 
which was originally announced under the 
title of “My Life in the Underworld.” They 
have in preparation a work on “Food Stuffs,” 
by Dr. Christian A, Herter, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, which, like the author’s recently pub- 
lished book, “The Common Bacterial Infec- 
tions of the Digestive Tract,” will represent 
investigations in a special field which has re- 
cently assumed great scientific importance. 
It is the author’s purpose to consider the food 
stuffs from the standpoint of their chemical 
constitution and physical properties, and to 
trace their effect in the gastro-enteric canal 
and after their resorption from it. This ne- 
cessitates a discussion of normal digestion of 
fats, carbohydrates and proteids under the in- 
fluence of the various digestive chemical 
agents, and of the part played by bacteria in 
health and disease in determining the fate of 
the food stuffs in the digestive tract. The 
consideration of the destiny of the various 
food products after their absorption from the 
digestive tract will further involve a discus- 
sion of the chief data relating to the metabolic 
processes, both under normal conditions and 
in disease, and of the factors entering into a 
variety of morbid conditions, such as diabetes, 
gout, diseases of the liver, diseases of the kid- 
ney, and various rheumatic and nervous af- 
fections. The work will be a “borderland” 
study, aiming to link together the clinical data 
of nutritional diseases and modern research 
in bacteriology, physiology, chemistry, and 
general biology. They have also in prepara- 
tion a new book by H. G. Wells, to be entitled 
“New Worlds for Old.” 


WILHELM ENGELMANN, of Leipzig, an- 
nounces a monumental work in the “Allge- 
meines Lexikon der Bildenden Kiinstler von 
der Antike bis zur Gegenwart,” (“Universal 
Dictionary of Artists,”) prepared and edited 
by Dr, Ulrich Thieme and Felix Becker, 
who have been assisted by upwards of three 
hundred experts in different countries. A 
work of this character was begun in the six- 
ties of the last century, edited by Dr. Julius 
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Meyer and published by Dr. W. Engelmann, 
but the death of the publisher and of his son 
brought the work to a standstill when only 
three volumes had appeared. Dr. Thieme and 
Dr. Becker decided to take up the work 
begun by Dr. Julius Meyer and to edit a 
thoroughly revised and complete “Dictionary 
of Artists,” and they have been at work on 
it for many years. This new dictionary will 
contain biographies of almost 150,000 repre- 
sentatives of fine and applied art, and will 
include in addition to the artists whose works 
are known, such as are known only by report. 
But in the field of modern art the editors 
have been compelled to include only names 
of importance. An important feature of the 
dictionary, which will render it of inestimable 
value as a work of reference, is the biblio- 
graphical information appended to each arti- 
cle, enabling the student to see at a glance the 
source to which he must turn for further 
information. The bibliography includes, be- 
sides the works usually found in such a 
list, that is documents, rolls of guilds, mon- 
ographs, autobiographies, guide-books, cata- 
logues, etc., references to articles in the re- 
views, etc., and also to all hitherto published, 
and some unpublished, biographical dictiona- 
ries. The first volume is just ready and the 
second volume is already in press, succeeding 
volumes to be published with as little delay 
as possible, the editors hoping to bring out 
two volumes each year. The work will be 
complete in twenty large octavo volumes of 
600 pages each, at $8 net. Lemcke & Buech- 
ner, of New York, will take orders and 
supply specimen pages of the work. 





BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


Tue Boston Boox Co. has just issued as No. 
18 in the Bulletin of Bibliography Pamphlets 
a “Reading List on Modern Dramatists,’ com- 
piled by Clara A. Mulliken, of the New York 
State Library School, class of 1906. The List 
begins with a general bibliography of works 
on the drama, giving titles and short descrip- 
tive notes, followed by bibliographies of liter- 
ature on D’Annunzio, Hauptmann, Ibsen, 
Maeterlinck, Phillips, Rostand, Shaw and 
Sudermann, grouped under the separate au- 
thors in alphabetical order. After the descrip- 
tive notes are given, when known, a list of 
periodicals in which good reviews of the 
books appeared. The list aims to cover the 
best English editions and translations of the 
dramatic works of these selected authors, 
whether published in collections or separately. 
With few exceptions the books listed have 
been personally examined by the compiler. 

ARCHIBALD CoNnSTABLE & Co., London, are 
about to publish an “Index of Archeological 
Papers, 1665-1890,” the compilation of which 
has occupied the editor, George Laurence 
Gomme, some twenty-five years. Gathered 
into a single volume for the first time, this 
index is a guide to all that has been gleaned 
concerning England’s rich archeological and 
historical remains by some ninety learned so- 
cieties. The work will thus place at the 
disposal of historians, archzologists, antiqua- 
rians, anthropologists and others who are in- 
terested a mass of information of great value 













and importance which has not hitherto been 
available. The index in question finishes 
where the Annual Index, published by the 
Congress of Archzological Societies, begins, 
so that there will now exist a continuous 
index from the first publications in the philo- 
sophical transactions of the Royal Society 
down to the present time. The index is 
published under the direction of the Congress 
of Archzological Societies in union with the 
Society of Antiquaries. The price to sub- 
scribers, before publication, is 25s. net; after 
publication, 31s. 6d. net.
